Home In Europe; 

That the spectre of war over- 
shadows Europe to-day, cannot be

That Britain hos set herself in no 
uncertain manner to the task of re- 


‘lorming must be acknowledged with 


the utmost satisfaction by every 
member nation, dominion or colony 
of the Empire. 

DIFFICULTIES : 
.. The many difficulties created by 
Japan in the Far Enst ore as un- 
fortunate as they arc unjustiffed; but 
it must be obvious to> all thinking 
peopic. British and Chinese _ alike, 
that it would be a suicidal policy for 
Britaln to split up her forces at the 
present juncture. 

That the Japanese demands have 
the appearance of being unfriendly, 
none can deny. That the Japanese 
insults to British subjects have been 
gratultous and studied, must also be 
realised. . 

STATE OF WAR 

Nevertheless, when it is freely 
admitted that a state of war exists 
between Japan and China, as it 
ctttalnly does, it becomes apparent

The sympathy of the world {s on 
the side of China, and this must be 
fully appreciated by the Japanese 
themselves.

In tropicn! countries there are few 
parts where the diet of the majority 
of the populnton is at present any- 
thing like sufficient for optimum 
nutrition, 

Diets ure frequently insuMclent in 
quality and if they are bulky the 
bulk is too often made up of foods 
that do not supply all the needs of a 
balaneed diet. Judged by European 
standards they lack varlety and. pro- 
tective value. 


Diseaso And Dict 


The Committee points out thot it 
is not cusy to distinguish between 
the effects of food deficiency and 
those of infections, such as —hook- 
wurm und malaria, Many diseases 
are known to be directly enused by. 
dietary deficiency, others are 
aggravated by it and insuMeciency. 
weakens resistince. The Commitice 
suggests tant money spent on im- 
proving nutrition should be a sound 
investinent, yiclding its dividend in 
the increased welfare of ‘the cam- 
munity as a whole, 

The Committee considers that the 
two main causes of mulnutrition are 
the low standard of living and 
ignorance coupled with prejudice. 

Predominantly, the people get their 
living.by ugeleulture and accordinily 
the Committee devotes two chapters 
to upricultural questions. It regards 
family production of food .to meet 
family needs as most Important: it Js 
a great safeguard against fluctuations 
of income from money crops and 
Colonial Governments should make It

pigs may also be a useful adjunct. 

A separate section is devoted to 
the question of milk and milk pro- 
ducts. The Committce finds that the 
Jow consumption of milk products !s 
one of the most striking factors In 
Colonial dicts. ene 

Generally little or no milk is con- 
sumed after weaning and often it is 
actually disliked, ‘The Committee 
sees no prospects of quantitics any- 
thing like ndqquate by western 
standards being brought within the 
yeach of Coloninl peoples and points 
out the dangers of milk in tropical 
and sometimes prim{tive conditions. 
The conclusion reached is strongly in 
favour of imports of dricd skimmed 
milk, at any rate for use in bulk.

The story of how he-had seen seven 
men, with thelr hands tied behind 
them, Pushed ocverbonrd by pirates, 
was related by ‘a witness at Kowloon 
Moaglstracy yesterday, when slx men 
were charged with murder. Another 
nan, he sald, bad a‘heavy stone tled 
round his neck. : 


This evidence was glven by Wong 
Kwanesik, the. only member of a 
crew of nine men to escape with bis 
life, The men, who were also

Mr, J. B. Prentis, who prosecuted, 
said the nine men were coming to 
Hongkong - with a cargo of matting 
and grass rope. About 11 a.m. on 
May 22 a vessel came alongside and 
fired three shots. Five or six men, 
armed with rifles and revolvers, 
boarded the boat and took the crew 
of ning back: on the pirate vessel. 


About.7 p.m, the next day, Wong 
Kwanesilt saw the pirates bring Li 
Hung, one of the prisoners, on the 
deck, tle a large stone round his necle 
and throw him overboard. ‘The other 
eight prisoners were then brought on 
deck and their hands tled behind 
them. They pleaded for mercy and 
offered the pirates $300, but this was 
declined as the pirates sald that if 
any of the prisoners was allowed to 
escape, that would be the end of the 
robbers, . : 


The pirates then tied the’ prisoners’ 
hands behind thelr backs more 
seeurely and threw them Into the sea. 
The only man who survived was 
Wong Kwoanesilc. \ 


Wong, tn evidence, sald that when 
“he was thrown Into the water he 
began flouting and heard ‘he other 
prisoners crying out’ “Save Life!” 
He took up the cry and one af the 
robbers tried to hit him on the head 
with a rifte butt, but he dived beneath 
the water and by swimming. under 
water, managed to elude him. After 
floating on his -backe for about 15 
minutes, sald Wong, he was picked 
up by a junk. He looked for the 
other prisoners but 
trace of them. 3 

The hearing was adjourned to to- 
day.

Alter- 
natively, thick curtains of muitable 
material will serve if they really 
cover the window frames, with a bit 
to spare all round.

The story of how he had seen seven 
men, with tholr hands tled behind 
them, pushed overboard by pirates, 
was related by a witness at Kowloon 
Maglistracy yesterday, when six men 
were,charged with murder, Another 
man, he sald, had a heavy stone'tied 
round his neck.” 


This ovidence was given by Wong 
Kwan-sik, ‘the only member of a 
crew of nine men to escape with his 
Nie; .The men,. who were also 
charged with robbery were Tso, Lam, 
30, Leung Kam, 22, Li Fuk, 26, Chon 
tue, a Lt ; Wan-cheung, 2%, and 
by :Mr. E Himsworth. marten? 


Mr. J. B..Préntls, who prosecuted, 
sald the nine men were coming to 
Hongkong with o cargo of matting 
tind grass rope. About 11 a.m. on 
May 22 o vessel came alongside and 
fired three shots. Fivo or six men, 
armed with rifles and revolvers, 
boarded the boat and tools the crew 
of nine back on the pirate vessel. 


About.7 p.m. the next day, Wong 
Kwan-sik snow the pirates: bririg Li 
Hung, one. of the prisoners, on the 
aceck, tle n Inrge stone round his necle 
and throw him overboard, The other 
elyht prisoners were then brought on 
deck und thelr ‘hands tied behind 
them. They pleaded for mercy and 
offered the pirates $300, but this was 
declined os the pirotes said that if 
any of the prisoners was allowed to 
escape, that would be the end of the 
robbers, . : 


The pirates then tied the prisoners’ 
hands behind thelr backs more 
securely and threw them into the sea. 
The only mon who survived was 
Wong Kwanhesik, 


Wong, in evidence, sald that when 
he was thrown into the water, he 
began floating and heard ‘he other 
prisoners. crying’ out “Save Life!” 
He took: up the ery and one df: the 
.robbers tried to hit him on the head 
with a rifle butt, but he dived beneath 
the water and by swimming under 
water, managed to elude him. After 
floating on his back for sbout 15 
minutes, sald Wong, he was picked 
up by a junk. He looked for the 
other prisoners but could find no 
trace of them.

“AH of us were called on deck and 
our hands were raised,”. sald Wong.

My wife, my 
son, and myself, were ordered to get 
into one of the holes and the other 
nine men were tied up.” 

Describing later events, Wong snid: 
“I saw these robbers on the deck and 
I saw them Iift up one man, Li Hung, 
from the after hole, I also saw a 
piece of rope. ono end of which was 
tied to a stone; and this plece of rope 
wns attached ‘to the rope fied around 
Li's hands. Li knelt down and 
begged the robbers to spare him and 
these people replied: “When you 
keep honest the whole life, when you 
are old, you will be a beggar.” 

“Li said that he. had several 
children at home and if he died the 
whole famlly would be finished, but 
the robbers said that they did not 
cure what-he said. :

New Forests In 
The Colony 


Hongkong No Longer 
‘ “Barren: Rock” 


‘WHEN Captain Elliott first 
came to Hongkong 100 years ago 
next ‘month, he landed on a 
barren island. To the ploncers 
of the 80’s Hongkong was still 
dubbed “the barren rock.” But 
since then, their familics have 
- watched the gradual growth of 
forest covering the whole island 
and parts of the mainland, 

This covering owes its existence to 
afforestation, which his been carried 
out. unremlttingly during the ‘past 

sixty years by the Botanical and 
Forestry Department. * i 

According to the Annual Report by 
the Supcrintendent of the Depart- 
ment, nfforestution work began on a 
definite basls about 1876 but it was 
not until 1880 that planting on any 
large scale was undertaken, 

Plantings began in the Kowloon 
Reservoir urea in.10902. At present, 
18 square miles in Hongkong and 
four square miles on the mainland 
have been afforested. The areas jn 
Hongkong are continuous, apart from 
the town aren, and provide the island 
with. a forest covering from sea 
“evel up to 800 feet. The areas on 
the mainland are concentrated in 
four localities. 


“Loased Forests” 

The “lensed forest lot" system wus 
sponsored by Government in 1906 
‘and the alm of this scheme is to 
ensure fuel supplies to Chinese vil- 
Ingers at the same time providing a 
forest covering on the slopes of the 
hills. The total area of such lots Is 
81 square miles.; The trees In these 
arens are of a stunted nature due to 
the locnlcustom of lopping side 
branches for fuel purposes. When o

“IL venture to think that such a 
view-of our contemporary times will 
have more historic justification. than 
any such view in past history. It 
seems impossible to doubt that fu- 
ture generations of men will read 
wiih astonishment’ and bewilderment 
tho’history of our.cpoch. ... . 

“They will read of the advance In 
scientific knowledge, and of material 
progress. unaccompanied ‘by . “any 
corresponding. evolutionary” advance 
in ethics ‘and morals; of omnzing 
mechanical. inventions and thelr 
perverted use in the destruction of 
human beings; of the utter contempt 
ond dlaregnrd of solemn obligations 
on the part of civilised States; of a 
reign of unbridled aggression, und of 
“grab and take” reminiscent of the 
jungle days; of a great peaceful coun- 
try, the Republic of China, - being 
overrun by an oggressor, arid being 
subjected to unimaginable horrors 
and sufferings, with peaceful and de- 
mocratlc countries having to look on,

Admiration 

“In such a historical pleture the 
willingness of: the British people In 
England to submit, In “peace time 
in 1939, to compulsory ' military 
service, which Is so repugnant to the 
British Ideal of personal freedom,

jon. 

“And it may be that, In such a pice 
ture, the actlon of this Council, with 
the complete unanimity of {ts mem- 
bers, in pnssing thls Bill into law, 
which fs the first measure of its kind 
in “peace” time in the history of the 
Colony now approaching its Centen- 
ary, will -have a. fcot-note as a 
significant action of a tlny part of the 
British Empire in the general cause 
‘of Peace. :

Failure Of Voluntcers 

“Milltary Conseription, In the usual 
sense of that term, usually implics 
the failure, or the unsatisfactory 
working, of voluntary enrolment. 

‘Chinese British subjeats have 

never falled to respond to the Colony’s 
call in time of her need, and {f this 
measure were an ordinary measure 
for compulsory military service, wiih 
the impl{cation I have ,Sugeested, I 
would have deemed it my duty, as a 
Tepresentative of the Chinese, lo sub- 
mit that no case whatever had been 
made out os ogainst them for com- 
pulsory military service. 

“But, Sir, in my view this Bill is 
not a mere military conscription 
BHI; it is, os Its. preamble states, a 


“measure “to make provision in respect 


to compulsory service.” 

“As I understand the position, the 
Idea underlying the measure is this: 
--that In order to be prepared to 
meet most effectively, and os soon as 
Possible, un emergency which we 211 
devoutly hope will never eventuate, 
it is considered essential that there 
should exist some central authority, 
equipped wlth the necessary power, 
to organise, In erderly stages and 
without waste or overlapping (which 
would not be easy In any system of 
voluntary service}, all available per- 
sonnel for all the varied essential ser- 
vices of the Colony. In such a gen- 
eral mobilisation of services for the 
common good, all who are selected 
for service under the provisions of 
this Bil will be performing valunble 
public services, 

- No Stigma . 

“For them there should be public 
oppreciation; there can be no ques- 
{lon of personal stigma. 

“Such, Sir, is my understanding. I 
reallze that it is possible to extract a 
somewhat different view from cere 
taln words which fell from my 
Honourable friend the Attorney Gen- 
eral ot last week's mecting, but I 
have-no doubt no such impression 
was ever intended by him. 

“Under clause 11 of the BIL. every 
person assigned to the Military or Air 
scctions -of the Hongkong Defence 
Reserve. ‘shall be deemed to have 
been duly admitted 2s a member of 
the Hongkong Volunteer Defence 
Corps.’ Under clause 6 a person 
certified os medically fit in the 
Reserve can enrol in the Corps, sub- 
ject to Your Excellency’s announce- 
ment oa regards persons belonging to 
certain key post groups.

Governor's Speech 


His Excellency the Governor, 
winding up.the debate, sald: 

Hon. Members,—I wish to try to 
make one point clear, There is 
something of a misunderstanding 
abroad of the fundamental nature 
and -purpose of the Compulsory 
Service Bill. That misunderstanding 
ls duc to the tendency to concentrate 
too much onthe ‘active service’ side 
of-the Colony's defence--and this 
bill’s object ig solely defensive—and 
to give too little thought to the 
equally necessary serviccs that must 
be kept going, if the defence of the 
Colony and the bare necessities of 
civil Hfe are to be maintained during 
war-time, os of course they must be. 

When the Compulsory Service 
Ordinance comes into force every 
man who js called up for and passes 
the medical examination will be 
placed by the Tribunal. in the group 
where he can best serve the Colony’s 
interests, 
ry eg 

“Whare Does My Duty Lic?” 


The ultimate question before every 
mun, therefore, is not ‘Shall J, .or 
shall I not, join the ‘Army or Navy?’ 
but ‘Where does my duty lic?’ 

That question is one which In 
muny ‘cases 4 conscientious man finds 
very diMcult to decide, especially 
as he Js not in a position, as a result, 
to Know all the aspects of the case: 
and’ the chief renson for the passing 
of this bill Js to set up n body, which 
having all the issues before them, can 
make such decisions from the only 
point of view which really matters, 
that Is to say that of the common 
weal, 

Recently a certain number of men 
both in Government service and in 
key Sndustrles who have applied to 
Join the Volunteers have found them- 
selves prevented from doing s0 by 
Instructions which came from me.

reported last year, according 
to atatistics issued this 
afternoon. 


This is’ bi far the highest 
mortality rate from: the dread 
disease ever: recorded in any 
year of the Colony’s history 
excepting 1918, when a severe 
outbreak claimed 923 lives. 


“Little could be done to combat the 
the outbrdak In 1938, other than to 
encourage early notification and to 
secure suitable — {solation,” the 
Government Report states, 


“EBtYorts to combat over-crowding 


were doomed to failure from the 
start, owing to the exceptional condi- 
tions arising out of the refugee Influx, 
to the conversion of the all too few 
tenements into factories and schools, 
und to the existence of many 
thousands of sirect sleepers who 
cotld not find even a bed space under 
the stairs In the congested tenements. 


Another Bad Year? 


So fur this year (1938) another 310 
cases have been recorded. " 


It fg interesting to note that only 
eight deaths from cerebro-spinal 
gieningitis were reported between 
1897-and-1918,—1n-that.yeara severe. 
outbrenk occurred. From 1910 to 
1937,;a hundred or more deaths were 
recorded only in 1919, 1932 and 1934. 

As in the case of cholera (from 
which 364 pcople diced Inst year) 
males were more commonly affected 
than females by cerebro-spinal 
meningitls. On the other hand, 
whereas cholera picked out adults, 
the Jarge -proportion of those affected 
with meningitis were children. Only 
109 of the 483 cases last year were 
over 15 years of age. 

Cholera proved unusually fatal last 
year, 364 of the S47 cases reported 
proving fatal. This. gave o mortality 
rate of nearly 67 per cent, 


Record Epidemic 

The outbreale of small-pox, which 
started in 1937-and continucd until 
the middle of Jast year, claimed 1,834 
lives In‘the first six’ months of 1938. 

“This constitutes the worst out- 
break in the history of the Colony. 

The heavy case mortallty—nearly 

20 per cent, of the people contract- 

ing the disease dicd—gives somo 

indicatlon' of the virulence of the 
virus,” tho Report states. -

babies and children of five yeurs and

Seventy-two eases were Imported 
‘trom Canton, Macao, Shanghai, 
Swatow and other Chinese ports. 


: Tuborculosis Problom 
“q{owover important ‘the diseases 
already mentioned may be, and 
Indeed are, their Lmportance is 
completely overshadowed by the 
tuberculosis problem, which caused 
‘the death of 4,920 perrons during 
1938," the Report atates, . 
“Bor every death, it is probable 
that there are five or: even.ten suf- 
. ferers from the disease, many of whom 
_ are ot the moment passing on Infec~ 
tion to thelr families and neighbours, 
“With tho bull of the population 
living in grossly overcrowded, ill- 
ventilated tenements, many of them 
workless or in receipt—of wages 
| which cannot possibly, purchase ap 
gidequate dietary, caposed to mass 
_tnfection owing to the (universal 
‘habit of. spitting and to the low 
standard of hygiene and ignorance 
, of the modo of Infection,’ It fs not 
surprising that-this disease claims 
such’ ® heavy. toll of Rife.” :

“The excess of immigrants arriving 
by raijway:and sea over emigrants 
during 1938 was more than 300,000, 
und when it is remembered that this 
figure takes no account of those 
entering the Colony by sampan, junk 
or across the Innd frontier, it is easy 
to realise that’ the normal population 
of Hongkong (obtained by the extra- 
polation from the last two census 
figures) has been Inereased by ‘at 
lenst 500,000 during 1938. 


“Most of these people have been 
accommodated: in the urban districts 
of the Colony, but for the space of 
two months subsequent to the 
Japanese invasion of South China, 
many thousands of refugees were 
crowded into the towns and villages 
of the New Territories.” 


Peak Poriods 


Though the inilux of refugees was 
continuous throughout 1938, the Re- 
port reveals that there were three 
peak periods.

DETERIORATION IN 
HEALTH OF COLONY 


“INCREASES in _ the 
actual number of deaths in 
the -Colony during 1938 
reflect the general deteriora- 
tion in. the health of the 
community, a deterioration 
which has been’ largely 
brought about by over- 
crowding, lack of accom- 
modation, and insufficient 


food.” ; : 

This striking . paragraph. is 
contained in the firet Annual 
Report on tlic Social and Econ- 
omic Progress of the People of 
Hongkong, tabled in Legislative 
Council this afternoon. 

Statistles revealed’ in the report 
disclose that," in 1038, the number 
of deaths increased by 4,183, the 
total being 38,818. . 

This gives a crude uncorrected 
death rate for the civillan population 
of 37.7 per 1,000, the figure for the 
previous year being 34.4. 

Stil-births numbered the horrify- 
ing Agure of 1,075 in 1938, as com- 
pared with 013 in the previous year. 

The crudo death rate mentioned 
above is for the total population. 
Amongst the Chinese the rate was 
38.4 per thousand, compared with 
34.9 In-the previous yenr, : 


' Infant Mortality 


Ono out of every threo infants 
born {n the Colony dicd before 
attaining the age of twelve months. 
Deaths of infants, totalling 12,001 
(compared with (11,620 in the pre- 
vious year), was almost onc-third 
the total deaths, . 

The infant mortality rate was 343 
per 1,000—a figure that is exceeded 
by only one or two civilised parts of 
the world. 


Registered Births in the Colony 
during 1938 totalled 35,893, giving 1 
crude uncorrected birth rate of 34.9 
per 1,000 of population. Although 
registration of births Is compulsory, 
the system is still imperfect owing 
to the Chinese custom of not register- 
ing children until they are in the 
second year of life. ‘

These included the 
manufacture of bloycles and tricycles, 
tabloid medicines, nails, postage 
stamps, bank notes and coupons, tooth 
brushes, and pearl buttons. .

The report states that the 
total amount of prepared opium 
sold during the year amounted 
to 25,029.22 tacls, and the total 
net revenue was $292,119. 


This is an increase by comparison 
‘with last year of $47,141. Sales of 
Kam Shan ogain decreased by 13 
er cent. but ‘this decrense was more 
than .offset by the Increased soles of 
Singapore opium. 


There is ttle doubt, continues the 
report, that the increased sales of 
‘Singapore opium are due to the short- 
oge of illtcit raw oplum which, by the 
end of the year, was very acute 
Indeed, * . 


‘ In 1036, it was suggested that the 
objection to Government opium was 
the price rather than the taste, This 
seemed to be borne aut by the Lact 
that immediately illlcit prices ap- 
proximated to the price of the liclt 
opium, the sales of the latter In- 
‘ereased. :

The Colony, owing to its 
geographical position on arterial 
steamship Lines, is the centre of a 
highly organised international traf- 
flc in oplum and the cost of fighting 
this trafflo is all too severe on do- 
mestlo resources. :

Council this afternoon. 

Prior to thot, there was a steady 
Increase in trade until the final quar- 
ter, Of 1938 when -a decline set in 
owlng to the Japaneso occupation, 

The «total: visible. trade~ of the 
Colony during the year 1038 amount- 
ed to ao ‘value ‘of’ -$1,130,000,000 ns 
compired with $1,054,400,000 in 1937 
and: $803,300,000 tn 1b39, 

But -in terms of — quantitles,— 
according to an index number cons- 
tructed ut the Statistical Department 
of some 166 -of the chicf articles 
handled 4 the Colony--the volume 
of trade aecreased -by 16.2 per cent. 
{n 1938 on compared with 1037, and 
Increased by only 20.6 per cent, as 
compared with 1936. i 

This apparent paradox can be 
secounted for by the fact that during 
the year 1938 several commodites 
were. handled at higher prices but 
in lessor quantites, although xe 
change remalned steady. 

- Japan's Loss 

‘There was 2 large decreuse In the 
import trade from Japan, which de- 
clined from $56,000,000 in 1937 to 
$18,800,000 in 1938. 

The occupation of Canton caused 
fhe closure of all trade routes with 
that city, and In cach of the* first 
three quarterly perlods of 1938 the 
trade of the Colony with South China 
averaged $70,900,000 per quarter; in 
the Hnal quarter it fell to. $32,600,000.

Public Interments amounted — to 
21,521, and private totulled 14,049. 
Six bodies were cremated at the 
Japanese crematorium and 42 at the 
Hindoo: crematorium. There were 
242 bodies deposited at the Tung Wah

‘await removal, and 278 bodies were 
removed from the Colony before 
burlnt. - : 

Exhumatlons during the year U&- 
gregiited 9,380, of which 5,097 were 
carried out by the Government and 
3,383 privately. 

Another part of the report reveals 
that the number of hawkers Ilcences 
fssued or renewed up to September 
30, 1938 was 11,722, the greatest 
number of which were for itinerants 
(9,047), while there were 1,340 stall- 
holder's licences, 452 newspaper 
cences, 143 native craft-licences and 
140 steamship Ilcences.
